HOW SHE GOT IT. 


And What She Proposes to Do With It. 


Reviewing America Weighs Her 
Gold, by James. Harvey Rogefs 
(Yale University Press, London, 
Milford, 123, Gd. net), the Times 
Literary, Supplement says: 

When the Professor of Economics 
at Yale sets out to tell us how 
America got her gold, how she 
handles it, and what she proposes to 
do with it, he will'not lack eager 
readers, For what Amercia ‘is go- 
ing to do next is one of the most 
important of the questions that are 
now puzzling bewildered hurnanity. 
Professor Rogers is brief and lively, 
and if he is unfortunate in having 
finished his task before his problem 
was knocked completely out of shape 
‘by England's suspension of the gold 
standard, that is just the “rub of 
the green.” For financial events 
move to-day at such a pace that any 
book on economics would have-to-be 
Printed overnight to. be really up to 
1 date. 


Prophetic Remarks. 

i In spite of this disadvantage— 
‘the latest date mentioned in his book 
‘is August 29—much that he says 
‘throws timely Nght on events that 
{have happened later. For instance, 
jhe prophetically shows the absurdity 
‘of a charge lately brought against 
the Bank . of England by another 
Ameri¢un economist, and echoed by 
academic gentlemen in other coun- 
tries, that it might have saved the 
‘pound if it had put up its Bank rate 
in the critical days before Septem- 
ber 21, when the pound fell. Pro- 
fessor Rogers is too shrewdly ac- 
quainted with business facts and 
jsentiment to cherish this delusion 
‘of the economic cloister. When 
general confidence is shaken, he tells 
us, “high rates, instead of attract- 
ing funds, by creating suspicion of 
monetary ors credit disorder, lead to 
an outflow instead of an inflow of 
foreign credits.”

Since the various instalments 
of that debt were negotiated and 
spent in this country our price level 
has fallen by perhaps 59. per cent., 
thereby approximately doubling the 
actual repayments demanded. Hence, 
while price level movements for the 
future most certainly cannot be 
forecast with any assurance what- 
ever, much sound argument can be 
advanced for reducing the debt— 
which alone was settled at nearly its 
face value—to about : one-half its 
present total, and for placing its 
future payments on a sliding scale 
which would keep them in conson- 
ance with price movements in this 
country. In the present severe 
crisis with which the British Gov- 
ernment is faced, such a move would 
rove most constructive,” .

50,000 MILES A SECOND. 


The “Post Office Engineers’ 
Journal” reports an interesting 
experiment in the measurement of 
the speed of an electric current 
which took place last year in Aus- 
tralia, The main trunk telegraph 
system of Australia consists of ‘a 
series of. channels, which extend 
from Perth to Adelaide, thence to 
Melbourne and Sydney. By “hook- 
ing up” all those circuits a continu- 
ous “line” 36,440 miles long was 
obtained: this began and terminated 
in the Central Research -Laboratory 
at Melbourne. 


In addition to traversing the ‘cir- 
cult the current had to pass through 
76 sending dnd receiving relays, 
and as a minute fraction of delay 
in the transmission occurred at each 
of these the speed recorded would 
naturally be slightly; below that 
which . would have been obtained 
over a really continuous line.. The 
time taken during the experiment 
varied from 0.706sec. to 0.712sec., 
so that a speed of 51,800 miles a 
second was achieved. The. measure- 
ments were taken with a Westing- 
aed eselllogreph.

_BIG SALT DEPOSIT. 


In the heart of Rajputana where 
tuinfall is scarce and deserts plen- 
tiful, tucked away between the 
states of Jaipur and Jodhpur and 
legs than 200 miles from Delhi 
stretches o vast salt lake covering 
several) square miles. 

It is fed from tributory -atreams 
draining over 2,000 square miles of 
surrounding country and which 
flow for only a week or two during 
the rainy season. 

The fresh water rushes down the 
sun scorched lake bed and then 
quickly percolates several feet into!” 
the silty clay. In doing go it ab- 
gorbs a certain amount of salinity 
of which the clay is formed. Thia 
process continues until. the fresh 
water Is gradually transformed into 
sally brine. 

Yet strange to say only a few feet 
away from the precincts of the lake, 
drinking water wells are sunk 
which yield beautifully fresh water 
without a trace of galt. 

Although several. theories have 
been advocated, it has not been es- 
tablished how this salt-bearing silt 
came to be formed at this particular 
spot. Nor is it known how long it 
has existed but the ruins of an im- 
provized fort in’ the vicinity dates 
back to the Mogul period. 

700 Miles From Sea. 

But the unaccountable fact re- 
mains that nearly 700 miles from 
the sea exists this large and inter- 
esting salt lake offering apecial 
facilities for the extraction of one 
of the most essential elements of 
our daily food. 

These natural facilities 
quickly perceived and salt works 
were started over 60 years ago 
which have been gradually extended 
and brought up to date. 

The lake is now divided into 
numberless small sections demar- 
cated by low earth walls. They 
contain a pinkly liquid which {s 
kept at a certain level for a con- 
siderable time. It is then allowed 
gradually to evaporate through the 
action of the sun. . 

The residue that Yemaina is a 
sult crust, two or three inches thick, 
which is dug up, loaded into trucks 
snd hauled away by a small rail- 
way toa speciaLatore. Here great 
hilla of salt have been formed by 
accumulation and on which the 
railway lines are laid and over 
which both trucks and locomotives. 
pass daily.

When the Pyrmont Bridge closed 
on the coastal steamer Tyalgum late 
on the night of February 4, says the 
Sydney: Morning Herald, the funnel!
